known, bat thoy are euppoaed to be 
deputy BheritfB from an adjoiuing county. 
The victims were all oflicera, deputy 
marshals and deputy sheriffs aud the 
men who did the awful work of carnage 
are inoonahinera of the boldest and most 
dcaperate class. 


The beeno of this bloody crime was a 


gulch or ravitio in the mountimis of 
Vope county, an isolated opot thirty-live 
miles from K ue sell villo, tbe nearest tele- 
graph olticc, and ton miles from Will 
Hpriuge,

brought to Little Hock. Ono of thorn 
told Uio oflicera that at least fifty large 
distilleries were over-uperotinB in the 
name neighborhood. Taylor, with hie 
poaee, located a large moonshine last 
Saturday. Pistols be^an to crack in all 
directions and a terriblo volley waa 
poured into the remaining ollicere. 


The Henfrow brothers fell mortally 


wounded and lay by the roadside until 
later in the day a traveler named Pack 
cliuucud by. AH traces of tbe bandits 
had disappeared, aa well aa two of the 
deputy sheriffa. The latter have not 
boon heard from and are believed either 
to have been killed or wounded, or 
taken away captive by the moonahinern. 


The traveler rushed to HuBSellville 


with the news and the coroner, with a 
sheriff's posea, started for tbe scene. 
No news baa been received eince thoy 
ilisappBared. Pack thinks tbo Renfrew 
brothers will be dead before the party 
reaches them. ItU not known by whom 
the murders were committed, but the 
oQicers believe the gang ia composed of 
desperadoes, headed by Horace Bruce 
and John Church, two of the most dan- 
gerous characters in that locality. 


The United States ollicora were today 


asked to offer a reward for the arrest of 
the gang, to which the state will con- 
tribute, and ft determined effort will be 
made to capture them. It ia very prob- 
able the effort will lead to further blood 
abed. 


Captain Taylor was an ox-captain in 


the federal army, lie had served two 
terms in the Btate legislature, and was 
noted for his bravery.

As- 
Bt'Baor Vincent aaid "that the groat IOEB 
waa in an Immenae tract of land lying 
Bouthv/estof Freano, which waa planted 
iu viuoa, treoa and alfalfa. 


"At one time this was aa rich a tract 


of laud aa there was in Fresno county, 
but the alkali in the water lyiuc bu- 
neath the surface of the ground bad 
gradually encroached upon it. Thia had 
damaged the soil tremendously and had 


illed for an enormous reduction. 
Aa an instance AeaeEaor Vincent called 


attention to *i farm that had at ono time 
Bold for $150 an acre. Tho alkali had 
encroached upon thia farm until the 
Hbaesainent had fr.lleu to $50 an cere. 
Last year he had looked ut the placo 
and reduced tho aHGeBsment to $13.
